HUNS EXPECTED 
TO SEND FORCE 
INTO RUSSIA 


Washington. August *~i7.—German 
intention to break with the Bolsheviki 
and throw an army into 
Russia 
to 
combat the allied force in 
the 
east, 
was seen by entente diplomats in var­ 
ious developments, it 
was 
reported 
here today. 
Withdrawal of German Ambassador 
Von Mumm, from Kiev, is declared to 
indicate that the Germans intend 
to 
depend upon their military forces in 
the Ukraine to carry out the elaborate 
program of levies on the wheat crops 
of Southern Russia. * 
Next in importance is the 
arrival 
from Moscow cf the 
Bulgarian 
and 
Turkish ministers to Russia. 
Feeling 
against both these diplomats is said 
to have been had on account of Bul­ 
garian and Turkish violations of Rus­ 
sian territorial integrity and reports 
were that several 
attempts 
on 
the 
lives of both men were frustrated by 
the Bolsheviki. 
The German ambassador to Russia 
and his staff at Piskoff are reported 
to be protected by heavy naval guards 
from German warships at Riga, only 
hO miles away, and are prepared to 
flee to safety on the ships at the least 
sign of an uprising. 
Theopinion here is that the 
Ger­ 
mans 
idealize that 
the 
Bolsheviki 
power has waned and that 
the 
best 
course is to prepare for re-establish- 
ment of the eastern battle line as far 
within Russian territory as it possi­ 
ble. 
* 
' 
Entente military 
experts are 
in­ 
clined to believe that the 
Germans, 
when tin* allies demonstrate that they 
can reorganize Russia for the 
fight. 
will quickly prepare to make a stand 
on a line from 
Riga 
southward 
to 
Kharko'* or the Dnieper river to 
the 
Black Sea. 
This line would be shorter than the 
old German-Russian battle front, and 
it would protect Bulgaria 
from 
the 
east, and hold Rumania 
practically 
under the domination of the 
Central 
Powers- 
A number of military 
men 
held the view that Germany will make 
a spectacular sweep on Petrograd and 
also will seize Moscow. 
The German press is very pessimis­ 
tic concerning the Bolsheviki, accord­ 
ing to dispatches. 
Berlin papers ad­ 
mit disappointment on being unable to 
depend on Bolsheviki rule, which 
is 
declared to be in danger momentarily, 
of falling.

Washington, Aug. 17.— Despite the 
opinion of high military officials here 
that the war must he won entirely on 
the western front, others 
including 
European military men and diplomats 
are still hopeful today that America 
and the allies will attack the central 
powers from other sides. 
Announcement recently by Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt that 
more American troops would he sent 
to Italy gave hope to Serbian, Greek 
and Italian representatives that the 
U. S. would hammer at Germany’s 
rear just as hard as along the western 
front. 
Chief of Staff March, however, fol­ 
lowed this testimony before the sen­ 
ate military affairs committee that 
the war must be warn almost entirely 
on the western front, and intimated 
that offensives in Russia, the Balkans 
and Palestine are impracticable. 
Opinion as to the wisdom of these 
policies is strongly divided as it has 
been in 
England, France and even 
Germany, where Ilindenburg is lead­ 
ing “easterner.” 
General March, supported by 
the 
general staff, has announced that the 
IT. S. will adopt Napoleon’s strategy 
of striking the enemy hardest at 
his 
strongest point. 
President Wilson is 
believed to have been won over to this 
view for the time being. 
Serbian and Italian representatives 
here believed that Germany could be 
more quickly and completely defeated 
by a blow in the Balkans which would 


detach Bulgaria and Turkey from the 
central powers. 
Austria under heavy pressure would 
soon crumble, it is believed, 
leaving 
Germany with exposed flanks. 
Constitution of the eastern front in 
Russia would also be a part of this 
general plan, it is said- 
> Advocates of the eastern 
front 
strategy say that to fight Germany 
alone on the western front is to ig­ 
nore the political aspirations of Ger­ 
many in the east. 
In this vast undeveloped 
region, 
rich resources, Germany expects to 
set her claws. 
She would be willing 
to give up all the western allies ask 
along the French frontier including 
Belgium, it is believed if she 
were 
sure she could he given a clean sweep 
in Russia and the Balkans. 
But to 
permit this would be fatal to the allies 
aims in the war, it is held. 
Military men favoring concentration 
of efforts on the western front say 
that allied forces cannot be divided. 
So long as Germany is undefeated in 
Prance and not pushed back to the 
Rhine, she will continue to he a men­ 
ace and victory will not he complete. 
Other 
military 
critics, 
however,, 
declare that bv throwing forces on the 
ex raised eastern frontier, Germany 
| will be forced to weaken her western 
front to get men for defense and that 
in addition, the allies would be favor­ 
ed by steadily increasing forces aug­ 
mented by nationals in the 
various 
neighborhoods of Germany on the east 
who fear her victory.

FRENCH AND BRITISH SLOWLY 
PRY THEIR W AY INTO HUN LINE 


Paris, Aug. 17.—Almost yard by 
yard the French and British are pry­ 
ing their way between five vital points 
in the German's Picardy line render­ 
ing the enemy’s hold on certain places 
more and more precarious. At the ex­ 
treme southern corner of the battle 
front, the French already have shoved 
General Von Boehm over the edge of 
the important Lassigny heights, dom­ 
inating the country for miles around. 
They are now pushing slowly over the 
difficult country southwest of Las­ 
signy, which is cut up into little hills 
and valleys that are ideal for machine­ 
gun nests. 
Carefully and methodically 
Mar­ 


shal Foch is lightening the cresent 
shaped line around both Lassigny and 
Roye, exerting pressure on the horns 
of the cresent between Chaulnes and 
Roye between Roye and Lassigny and 
in the center of both crescents. 
Meanwhile he is aiming a thrust di­ 
rectly between Lassigny and Noyon. 
Further north the crescent is less pro­ 
nounced. 
From their 
new 
positions, 
the 
French have under their guns Butt 
De Plemont, Bois De Reserve and 
Mont Renaux. 
They also cover other points which 
may cause Lassigny and other bul­ 
warks of the present line to he aboil 
doned by the Germans.

That was an example o f 1 
the wrong kind of combination and it 
deservedly failed 
Now Ford has the 
satisfaction of seeing his machines in 
every school district in the country 
and in every country in the 
world, 
■while his unfair competitors are many 
of them bankrupt. 
The Golden Rule can’t be applied to 
present day worldy affairs altogether, 
but it should be kept In mind as the 
goal toward which to work.

AIRCRAFT POSSIBILITIES. 


The daring of the Italians, led toy 
D’Annunzio, who flew from the Ital­ 
ian front to Vienna and back, the re­ 
cent amazing journey of British air­ 
planes from Egypt to England and the 
constant assurance from air experts, 
including the famous Italian Caproni, 
that the ocean will be crossed 
at a 
date far from remote, all give special 
» point to the request of our Engineer­ 
ing Council’s War 
Committee 
that 
American inventors concentrate their 
attention on improving the American 
aircraft. 
The fact that Allied supremacy in 
I he air, if :t existed today, in the 
minds of many experts would end the 
war at once in our favor, and that a 
final victory* when it comes, will be 
due to the work of the aircraft bomb­ 
ing squadrons, in the opinion of Ca­ 
proni also, are additional reasons why 
this request that the inventive Amer­ 
ican turn his mind toward bettering 
our aircraft, should not be idly passed 
by. 
The committee, indeed, 
is of the 
opinion that some one who is not at 
present engaged in aircraft production 
may he the one “whose mind will see 
the way to some great improvement 
in the airplane that will go far in win­ 
ning the war.” The committee 
also 
points out that the field for radical 
improvements is an extremely broad 
one, and includes riot only the question 
of greater efficiency In energy units, 
but in practical improvements in all 
the parts and in such changes as may 
reduce the accidents that arise through 
faults in building and that will give 
America warplanes of a commanding 
and almost perfect character.
